The Esmeralda still Tarries at Aca- 
pulco for Coal. 


A Vain Trick ‘Tried by Her Officers to 
Fill Her Bankers. 


The Colima Reports Meeting Both 
the Itata and Charleston—The 
Latter Was in Close 
Pursult, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Evening Bul- 
letin says it is informed through un- 
questionably reliable sources that the 
Congressional party of Chile, otherwise 
known as the insurgents, bas entered 
into an agreement with tho United 
States Government to surrender tothe 
United States the steamer Itata and 
her cargo; that the Charleston will not 


proceed to Callao, and the Itata will 


quietly be handed over to the Ameri- 
can authorities. 


UNLUCKY ESMERALDA. 


She Lingers at Acapulco with Empty 
Coal Bunkers. 
Yor«; May 23.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A Washington dispatch 
says: The coal bunkers of the Esmer- 
alda will stay empty. Official advices 
received at the State Department 
show, however, that her officers still 
have designs upon the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company’s coal pile. They 
are growing desperate, and are not 
above trickery to accomplish their ob- 
ject. Digpatébes irom the vice consul 
at Acapulco @tate that they came 
ashore yesterday morning and repre- 
seuted that they had just received 
word from Iquique that the Itata mat- 
ter had been settled to the satisfaction 
of all parties Goncerned. In the light 
of this information they begged that 
they be allowed to receive coal, in 
order that they might immediately re- 
turn to Chile, They did not get the 
coal. The consul did not bite, and he 
is probably glad he did not, for he soon 
learned from Washington that the 
Itata matter bad not been settled, and 
that great care must be exercised to 
prevent further complications which 
might still ensue should the Esmeralda 
succeed in getting coal from an Amer- 
ican company.

THE COLIMA’S NEWS. 

The Gharlestan.Was Close in Pur- 

cisco, May 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Pacific mail 
steamer, Colima, which arrived, today 
from Panama, reports having left Aca- 
pulco May 15. Near that port she’ 
sighted asteamer flying the Chilean 
flag and answering the description of 
the Itata, The latter was steering 
south by east. Later in the day the 
Charleston appeared and spoke the 
Colima. On learning what had been 
seen the Charleston steamed away to 
the southward. The Charleston at 
that time was about one hundred and 
thirty miles from Acapulco, while the 
Itata, when sighted, was about sixty- 
five miles from there. The Colima re- 
ports that the Esmeralda left Acapulco 
on the morning of the 13th inst., and 
went out to sea, but was seen near 
that harbor in the evening.

City a Dry Town, 

Kansas City, May 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Judge Field of the 
Circuit Court, rendered a very im- 
portant decision this morning, based 
on the dram shop act of 1889. The 
case is an injuuction proceeding 
brought by the adjoining property- 
owners to close a saloon.

After a Brief Session the Members

Detroit, May 23.—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] After some miscellaneous 
business atthe Presbyterian General 
Assembly this morning, ten minutes 
were assigned between the first and 
second order of the day to a represent- 
ative of the Evangelical church of 
Italy.

HIS ACCOUNTS WRONG, 


Philadelphia’s City Treasurer Placed 
Under Arrest. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23. —|By the 
Associated Press.] The affairs of 
city Treasurer John Bardsley were 
brought to a crisis by his arrest tonight 
at his home at the corner of Penn and 

Price streets, Germantown. He is 
sick in bed and two detectives are 
guarding the room in which he lies. 
The expert accountants appointed by 
Mayor Stuart to Examine Bardsley’s 
accounts, discovered a discrepancy of 
$30,000 Shortly before noon today. It 
is said tonight the discrepancy found 
is in the Treasurer’s account with the 
Third National Bank where the city’s 
deposits amounted to $35,000. Withina 
month Bardsley is said to have drawn 
839.000 from the bank, and to have ap- 
propriated it to his ownuse. Other 
shortages may be brought to light in 
further comparison of the accounts of 
the many banks in which the city 
funds are deposited. 

The discovery was made today that 
Bardsley’s personal deposit with the 
suspended bank amounted to $606,000. 
It is said the State cannot lose more 
than $250,000 by reason of Bardsley’s 
shortcomings.

is destructive of individuality and self-help- 
fuiness, both vital essentials ina free gov- 
ernmeut, From paternalism to that form 
which recognizes the head of the State as 
the father of the people is less than a step.

THE AMERICAN NATION OF THE 
FUTURE. 


As regards the future of this coun- 
try, there are many serious problems 
to be taken into consideration, ana it 
is now somewhat difficult to answer 
the question, What will be the charac- 
ter of the American Nation of the fu- 
ture? 

We have here a great country, a 
mighty continent of space dedicated 
to free government, where every man 
is a sovereign citizen—a sovereign 
whose vote helps to make the laws by 
which the Nation is governed, and 
which aid in moulding its institutions 
and determining their character. Not 
alone in the hands of the intelligent, 
native-born American is this power 


vested, but in the hands of 
every naturalized citizen, from 
whatever country of the old 


world he may have come, whatever 
his prejudices for or against freedom 
may be, and whatever his lack of in- 
telligent knowledge in regard to what 
constitutes our safety as a republic. 
But little more than acentury has 
passed since American independence 
was achieved. The thirteen colonies 
of pre-revolutionary times, which a 
century ago constituted the whole pop- 
ulation of the United States, have de- 
veloped and spread themselves abroad 
until now we have fifty States and 
Territories all recognizing one flag and 
one constitutional form of government, 
and the population has increased from 
four and a half millions to sixty-three 
millions. 
The world is astonished at our 
growth, which, of course, as we all 
know, has not arison from a natural 
increase alone, but from a continuous, 
wide-spread and almost unrestricted 
immigration to our shores, not alone 
of the better, and more intelligent and 
industrious classes of the old world, 
but America has been made the dump- 
ing ground for the most undesirable 
classes—the paupers, the revolutionists, 
the banded assassins, and the law- 
breakers of every class; the ignorant, 
the bigoted and the worthless, What 
kind of material for the severeign citi- 
zen do we find in this human scum of 
theold world? Out of such material how 
shall we hope to mould men who shall 
be fit for self-government, and for 
statesmen and lawmakers? Is it not 
true that we are absorbing more of this 
foreign element than we can readily 
assimilate? For while this process of 
absorption is rapid, the process of as- 
similation is slow. The different na- 
tionalities which come to us retain for 
a long time the ideas to which they 
have been educated. In feeling they 
are still Polanders, and Jews, and 


Germans with adeve-for the Father- 
ANOTHER prominent citizen has 


land: still Irish, aud Italian and 
Hungarian and Bobemian. America 
is a gigantic crucible into which 
has been poured the sweepings 
and the worthless chaff of European 
cities. What shall we do with the 
scum which floats upon the surface 
and the dregsof society which under- 
lie it? Is there enough of healthy 
national life in us, a sufficient element 
of patriotism to fuse with this contin- 
ual incoming stock of fiery Italian, 
and stolid German, and Nibilistic 
Russian, mercurial Frenchman and ef- 
fervescing Celt to present an intelli- 
gent and liberty-loving compound for 
the American Nation of the future? 
There are many evils that theaten 
the future of this country. evils 
that can be successfully con- 
trolled and curbed only by enlight- 
ened public sentiment aud the 
influence of a broad and comprebensive 
statesmanship. Our public system of 
education will do much in this great 
work of assimilation for the children 
of the foreign masses who come to our 
shores; but by this alone we shall not 
be able to solve the problem of our 
future, for we have in our midst a tur- 
bulent, ignorant and vice-breeding 
populace—insolent in their demands, 
knowing nothing of and caring noth- 
ing for our system of government, who 
have come here with the idea that lib- 
erty is license, and that gold is as 
plenty as the stones in our streets. 
Toward our great cities is the constant 


‘and steady trend of this population. 


Toward the city, also, is our rural pop- 
ulation turning in a never-resting tide. 
Says a recent writer: 


In 1850, the percentage of city to countr 
population was 12.5; in 1860, 16.1; in 1870, 
20.9; in 1880. 22.5; and in 1890, 29.12. The 
State of New York contains twelve cities of 
more than 20,000 inhabitants, and it, there- 
fore, becomes a matter of deep and pressing 
moment how the great problem of the cen- 
tury in the United States, viz., the honest, 
cheap, and effective administration of the 
affairs of large cities, is to be accomplished. 

The large city presents, in sharpcontrast, 
colossal wealth and grinding poverty; pal- 
atial homes and squalid tenements which, 
whetherin New York or San Francisco, 
Chicago or New Orleans, Boston or Cinein- 
nati, present the same features. The ques- 
tion for the statesman, the philanthropist, 
and the politica! economist to solve, is, how 
to bring Dives and Lazarus together to their 
mutual advantage, and bow, without pau- 
perizing influences, the human cab-horse 
may be set on his feet, and enabled to draw 
his load without being unnecessarily galled 
by his collar. 


Another thing upon which we may 
look with grave apprehension is the 
liquor power in politics. Says the 
writer above quoted: | 


In large cities the cradle of the primary 
is the liquor saloon. In New York city in 
1884 out of 1002 general aud district political 
meetings held, 633 were held in saloons, 86 
in rooms adjoining or inter-c nicating 
with saloons, and 283 in independent 

laces. The liquor saloon-keeper is the 

ssofthe primary, and directly controls 
40,000 votes. ‘The trade is perfectly and com- 
pletely organized, and, for political pur- 
poses, levies an assessment on each brewer 
and manufacturer pro rata with the amount 
of his business. Of the 4000 members of 
the committee of ‘Tammany Hall, 694 are 
liquor dealers; and Tammany Hall appor- 
tions offices among its parti- 
gans. hisky, therefore, rules New York; 
sweeps its streets, builds its sewers, and ab- 
sorbs its taxes. It is a rich pasture for the 
professional politician, — 

The whiskey dealer is Irish, the beer 
seller German. Americans are not in the 
business. The Board of Aldermen of 1883, 
who controlled the excise commissioners,

Aud it is in our large cities that the 
great question of party power is de- 


cided. As New York city goes, so goes 
the State. How important, then, that 
these great centers of influence be 
pure, that the prevailing sentiment be 
for the right and always on the side of 


good government. To accomplish this 


thers must be union of sentiment and 
of effort. It will not answer for our 
America-loving population to walk 
blindfoided any more. The public 
schools, political enlightenment, party 
honesty, and Christian effort must 
all be brought forward as the 
lever for uplifting not only the ignorant 
and vice-loving, and poverty-steeped 
foreign masses that are forced upon us, 
but our own native populatien who 
are growing up under adverse circum- 
stances, and who are being moulded 
by evilinfluences. We believe in the 
future of the American. Republic, but 
the greatness of that future. must be 
attained through the constant watch- 
fulness and the untiring efforts of the 
freedom-loving portion of the Ameri- 
can people. The highest statesman- 
ship: the broadest philanthropy; the 
education of the masses; the most de- 
voted patriotism; a better adjustment 
between labor and capital; cleaner 
politics; a more honest administration 


of the laws, and a restricted immigra- | 


tion, all are needed to make the future 


of this Republic great, glorious and re- 
nowned. L

TRAVERSING CHILE. 


Through the Heart of the 
Mountain Republic. 


BY RAILWAY IN FIVE HOURS 
What May Be Seen Between Valpa- 
ralso and the Gapital-Towns 
and Hamiets—Flower Pod- 
dlers- Quaint Coaches, 


SANTIAGO DE CME. April, 1891.— 
[Special Correspondence of THE 
TiIMEs.] Que can hardly imagine a 
pleasanter journey than betwebn Val- 
paraiso and this city. The distance is 
115 miles, and the time required by 
rail is five hours. The road, which is 
one of the oldest in South America, is 
owned aud controlled by the govern- 
ment. Jts queerly-shaped locomotives 
and small, four- wheeled carriages show 
plainly that it was built by English 
contractors, and its equipment and 
management are entirely on the Eu- 
ropean plan. The common“ coaches, 
which for many years were the only 
ones in use, are as odd inside as their 
exterior would indicate, each having 
two long seats running lengthwise 
from end to end, sotbat the traveler 
sits with his back tothe window and 
his feet in the central aisle, gazing dis- 
contentedly at his companions in mis- 
ery instead of at the flying landscape, 
The benches are as uncomfortable as 
pews in a country churcb, being up- 
holstered in black leather, cold and 
slippery as glass, and so wide that one 
cannot rest his back and his toes at the 
same time. é 

Now-days, on the trains between the 
seaport and Santiago. there is a parlor 
coach,with chairs, here known as “the 
Spooner car,“ because introduced by a 
gentleman of that name. At first it 
was difficult to persuade anybody to 
pay a doliar for the privilege of riding 
ina chair, for habit is strong, and 
these good geople were quite well sat- 


} isfied with the transit they had been 


accustomed to. But having once tried 
the parlor car, they were delighted 
with it, and now nobody who can com- 
mand an extra dollar willride in any 
other, The consequence is that the 
Spooner coach is always crowded, 
while the others are nearly empty, and 
so great is the demand ior chairs that 
they are engaged several days in ad- 
vauce, men often deferring their jour- 
ney until the seats they desire cau be 
secured. 

By the way, the Chilean government 
nas received for its railways 800 cars 
and thirty-eight locomotives, which 
were all manufactured in England, 
but mostly from: American models. 
We are told that the order was placed 
in England, instead of inthe United 
States, solely on aceount of the cheaper 
rates and more rapid delivery from the 
former country. In an interview on 
the subject, President Balmaceda de- 
clared that the government of this re- 
public entertained most friendly feel- 
ings toward the elder sister of the 
North. and is go, anxious to, establish 
direct and regular steamship communi- 
cation between the ports of the. two 
countries, that Chile will contribute 
her full proportion toward any reason- 
able subsidy that may be necessary to 
secure such service. 

Look how it is at present.“ said 
Balmaceda. Ot the..aeventy-three 


ships that touch regularly at Chilean | and b 


ports, thirty-one are English, twenty- 
three are German, nine are French, 
seven are Chilean and three are Italian 
but not one from the United States. 
That is not as it should be, since we 
are all Americans on this western 
hemisphere, whether oru on the 
northern or southern continent; and 
especially since we younger republics 
of the South bave built ourselves upon 
the shining example of the stronger 
Republic of the North.“ The flatter- 
ing remarks above quoted were made 
some months ago. Being fully eu- 
gaged in a life-and-death struggle with 

is chaotic countrymen, the poor Presi- 
dent is not particularly interested, just 
now, about commercial relations with 
the United States or any other coun- 
try—beyond smuggling out what arms 
and ammunition his adherents may 
require, and preventing the rebels 
from doing likewise. | - 

The engineering problems of this 
central Chilean railway do not appear 
to have been great, at least compured 
with those so frequently encountered 
in Peru. The rise between the sea and 
Santiago is about eighteen hundred 
feet, but there are no steep grades, nor 
bridges worth mentioning, and only a 
few short tunnels.” Neither is the 
scenery so grand as that along the 
Peruvian lines; but much of it is emi- 
nently picturesque. . Running down 
through the heart of Chile in a south- 
easterly direction, thé snowy peaks of 
the Andes are constantly in view—a 
broad, irregular line of white against 
the bluest skies I ever saw; while 
snow-shrouded Aconcagua, the loftiest 
mountain of the three Americas, is 
visible the entire distance. 

After leaving the Valparaiso sta- 
tion, (whose fine buildings would do 
credit to any city)—never by the re- 
motest chance on schedule time, but as 
likely to be several minutes too early 
as an hour or more too late—the 
road runs for several miles along 
the edge of the bay, close to the 
gray rocks against which the waves are 
dashing, while gulls and curlews circle 
screaming overhead. In one place the 
hills trend down so closely to the shore 
that there is barely room for the track, 
and in stormy weather the car windows 
are 3 sprinkled with spray of the 
surf. 

The first stopping place is called 
Vino del Mar, (Vineyard of the sea,“ 
pronounced Veen-yo,) a suburban 
town, where the wel thiest people of 
the country come to spend their sum- 
mers. It is the Long Branch of Chile, 
by far the most elegant and fashiona- 
ble resort in all South’ America, not ex- 
cepting Petropolis aud San Paulo, 
near Rio de Janeiro, those former seats 
of royalty during Dom Pedro's time. 
Many of the citizens of Valparaiso 
and the capital, and en of the far 
South, own splendid establishments 
in Vino; and iu times of peace 
the President of. tbe repub- 
lic spends part of every year here. It 
is in no sense a commercial place, but 
reminds oue of some of the popular re- 
sorts in California, op the Atlantic 
coast, and along thé shores of the 
Mediterranean. Graceful cottages and 
pretentious mansiops are set in mar- 
velous gardens of fpnite, and flowers. 
There are lovely walks and drives and 
lounging places and unrivaled bathing 
facilities and un immense hotel, 
wherein it is the fashion, especially on 
Sundays, for ‘parties coming out by 
train from Valparaiso, to breakfast 
about midday. great many English 
people reside in 6, therefore it goes 
without saying that there is u fine race- 
course, and that Bogseback riding is 
greatly indulged jn by both ladies and 
gentlemen. Nowhere in the world can 
better society be found; and the dinner- 
parties, high teas, lawn fetes and ket- 
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tle-drums are like a bit of London lite 
transferred to this remote corner. 
Close by Vino del Mar is a long, low 


pale-blue-painted hospital, which looks 


large enough to hola most of the popu- 
lation and might be handy in case of 
an emergency, such for instance, as a 
visitation from Yellow Jack or vomitivo, 
since both those terrors sometimes 
come this way. Just beyond isan im- 
mense sugar factory, the largest in 
Chile; and a few miles farther on is 
another famous resort, named El Salto, 
(“The Leap’’)—a little hamlet with 
a big botel and a magnificent view be- 
hindit. Though it is fashionable to 
go out to breakfast in Vino. it is ultra- 
fashionable to come to El Salto, not 
only because the journey is longer and 
costs a trifle more, but because real 
cream is to be had here, besides fresh 
fruits and other delicacies, which 
neither love nor money can wring from 
any landlord in Valparaiso. Behind 
the great hotel there is-a winding road 
around and between the hills over mossy 
boulders and beside a brawling stream, 
under the shade of oaks and beeches. 
The merry little river executes many 
saltos in its wild race from the high- 
lands to the sea, and along its banks 
no end of wild flowers may had for 
the picking. 

There are numerous villages between 
Valparaiso and the capital, but only 
two of size and consequence, These 
aie Quilloto and Santa Felipe; and at 
both stations swarms of ragged men 
aud women are always collected when 
the train stops with fruit and flowers 
to sell, Such gorgeous bouquets one 
sees nowhere else in Chile. They are 
arranged in huge pineapple-shaped 
bunches, often larger than an ordinary 
water bucket, some composed entirely of 
sweet-scented violets, others all roses or 
all pansies, or of mixed flowers, every 
one of them put up in the same ungrace- 
fulshape and surrounded by a vast cir- 
cle of scalloped paper. Lazy as these 
bedraggied traders look, there are no 
fools among them. Step out upon the 
platform to purchase a bouquet, and 
every one of them ‘‘sizes you up“ in 
the twinkling of aneye. If you have 
the misfortune to be not of the manor. 
born, they know you fora 1 — 
Gringo, and believe that you are liter- 
ally made out of money. They have 
heard somehow—probably through the 
prattle of injudicious travelers—that 
flowers cost a great deal in New York 
city; therefore they unblushingly de- 
mand $5 for the over-grown bunch of 
violets, (and it would be well worth it 
if grown in a northern green-house,) 
but will take 25 cents for its counter- 
part without a murmur, from a native 
customer who is posted on local prices. 
Chilean flowers seem to be particularly 
short-lived. Tue bot sun withers them 
immediately; the enterprising bouquet- 
venders plunge those they have failed 
to sell during the day into the nearest 
stream, and palm them off as freshly 
picked on unwary passengers by the 
night irain, who are deceived by their 
dying fragrance but cannot see their 
dilapidation in the dim light. 

Some of the hamlets along this road 
are as quaint as their names. ‘There is 
Liaillai, (pronounced Yi-yi), where you 
take breakfast or supper, according to 
the train you bappeu to be on; and 
Thal-Thal, where you may have a cup 
of hot tea, or a glass of milk, chicha or 
whisky, and a sandwich or a cigarette, 
according to your taste or sex. Then 
there imanche, with its beautiful 
gardens and orchards, where many 
fumilies of thé middle-class, who can 
not afford the prices at aristocratic 
Viuo del Mar and. EI Salto, retire to 


pass a cool and quiet summer; 


and Los Andes. where you change 
to a branch road if bound for the 
mountains, or for Mendoza, on. the 
Argentineside of the famous Uspallata 
Pass, which we must traverse by 


— 
ereabouts in Central Chile the 
country is gently undulating, the hills 
on both sides covered with green scrub, 
and the valleys crowded with vine- 
yards, orchards and fields of barley 
and clover. There are occasional 
groups of palm trees. but they are 
ratber dwarfed and sickly so far from 
the equator; and we are delighted to 
behold long stretches of those gorgeous 
yellow flowers known as “California 
poppies wherever the Engligh lau- 
guage is spoken—only in this alien soil 
they grow much larger than those that 
carpet the vaileys of the Golden State. 
The fields and pastures present the 
most vivid emerald tints I over saw— 
perbaps by contrast with the brown 
of the foothills and the snows of the 
environing mountains; at any rate 
they look as much greener than north- 
ern barley aud clover, and the sky is 
bluer and the sunshine brigbter. 

The land is generally owned in im- 
mense estates, and irrigation is neces- 
sary in nearly all the coast districts. 
Yet there is no lack of rivers in Chili— 
as many as seventy-eight of them 
being deep enough to float craft of 
various kinds, with a total navigable 
length of 2800 miles; not to mention a 
multitude of smaller streams, numer, 
ous lakes and the long line of sea-coast. 
Farther in the interior the climate is 
more équable than so near the Pacific, 
and the soil is prodigiously fertile. 
Notwithstanding the rude methods of 
agriculture yetin vogue, the wheat 
crop is enormous; and there is a re- 
markable yield ot other products—not- 
ably potatoes—considering the limited 
area devoted to farming. Of course 
we are speaking of peaceful times. 
There will be almost no crops of any 
kind this year, because the laborers 
have all gone off to fight one another, 
on the side of the government or of the 
opposition.

next. Among the articles of export 
wheat and flour figure prominently; 
also barley, potatoes, corn, wool, hides, 
dried and salted beef, honey, beéswax, 
beans, hay, butter and cheese. Most 
of these, however, go no farther than 
Bolivia and Peru, the countries imme- 
diately to the northward: Chilean 
wines are also highly esteemed, and 
have not only a very large consump- 
tfon at home, but millions of gallons 
are aunually exported. In South 
America, as in Europe, every- 
body drinks wine, and water on the 
dinner table would be considered such 
a mark of barbarism that even a 
Tierra del Fuegoan would not indulge 
in it if he became sufficiently civilized 
toown a table. Yet there is little 
drunkenness here, and what there is 
is mostly among foreigners who have 
learned whisky-guzzling at home, and 


los pobres who are obliged to confine |’ 


themselves to chica. The latter bev- 
erage in Chile is not at all like the

Yet the Chilean farmer, as a rule, 
still plows with a sharp-pointed piece 
of wood, sometimes shod with iron, 
sometimes not, and has never known 
any better harrow than a 
brush; while all the threshing of bis 
enormous crop is done by the primitive 
‘method of driving horses to and, fro 
over the grain. 

Speaking of railways, Chile has at 
the present time about eleven hundred 
and fifty miles of them in operation, 
and surveys have been made for the 
construction of us much more. Of the 
completed railroads the State owns 590 
miles, and private individuals and cor- 
porations the remainder. ‘This road 
from Valparaiso to Santiago, including 


its branches to Las Vegas, Santa Rosa

and fifty miles long. From the capita! 
it runs almost due south to Angol, 352 


miles more; side a branch to 
Palmilla. Fro the present ter- 
minus it to be extended 
away down Valdivia, an im- 
portant German settlement on a 


mighty river of the same name — that 
is, if the country ever recovers from 
this causeless war. The road would 
then traverse the comparatively un- 


known territory Of Aratcania, and 


would doubtless do more toward civ- 
ilizing those hitherto unconquerable 
Indians than the presence of a stand- 
ing army. 

Chileans claim the honor of con- 
structing the first railway in South 
America, (in 1850)—that between Cal- 
dera and Copaipo, which the inaur- 
gents recently destroyed. 

I have seen an official statement to 
the effect that last year the total 
number of passengers carried by all 
the Chilean railways was 1,362,989; the 
amount of cargo 569.385 tons, aud the 
receipts $2,142,985. These figures do 
not include the short lines in operation 
at the coal mines of Coretel, Lota, 
Leba, Punta Arenas, nor that running 
from Old San Antonio to the mouth of 
the Maipo River. 

The government also keeps in repair 
about forty miles of street railway, 
highways to the length of 18,600 miles 
and 1700 mule-paths in the mountains. 

Arrived in the outskirts of Santiago, 
we are turned out ata very imposing 
depot of iron and brick; and following 
the crowd, come at lengthtoa long 
line of waiting street cars and car- 
ringes, Securirg one of the latter, we 
have u three-mile drive—through the 
beautiful Almaceda with its trees and 
water-ways, Diez-y-ocho avenue lined 
on both sides with marble palaces, and 
other closely-built streets, to the prin- 
cipal hotel on the central plaza.

AN ASTONISHED ATTORNEY. 


His Argument for the Defense Se- 
cures a Conviction. 

The trial of Mrs. Jennie Spencer upon 
the charge of petty larceny preferred against 
her by Mrs. Carrie Arondel, her former 
landlady, was resumed betore Justice Stan- 
ton yesterday morning in the township 
court. 

The complainant alleged on Friday af ter- 
noon that after Jennie and her husband 
had vacated their room in her house on San 
Pedro street at her urgent request, she had 
missed several things, such as pillowslips, 
sheets and other portable articles, including 
an iron “skillet,” all of which were pro- 
duced incourt on thereturn of a search 
warrant, and identified by Mrs. Arondel. 

When the female defendant took the 
stand she stated that she knew that 
the linen belongedto Mrs. Arondel, but 
claims that there had been an agreement 
between them, when the rooms were rented, 
whereby the, defendant wasto do all her 
own washing, and she had sent 
the linen to the laundry the 
day before the landlady gave her notice 
to vacate, She had no intention of stealing 
the linen, but intended to return it to Mrs. 
Arondel when it was brought back from 
the laundry. As te the fryingpan, she in- 
sisted that Mrs. Arondel had made her a 

resent of it, and claimed it as her praperty 
ry in spite of the claimaut's 

ental. 

The Court thereupon discharged the male 
defendant, and continued the case until 
yesterday morning, so as to hear the Chi- 
nese laundryman’s testimony. 

A dressmaker was also called by the de- 
fendant when the case was resumed, and to 
the surprise of the Court and the prosecut- 
ing attorney, the witness, on cross-examina- 
tion, insisted that the defendant had been 
with her on Friday afternoon from 2 to 3:30 
o'clock. As it was within the judicial 
knowledge of the Court that the defendant 
had never left the courtroom on Friday af-

Deputy District Attorney Diehl waived 
his right to open the argument, stating that 
he did not think any was necessary, but the 
defendant’s counsel, N. C. Bledsoe, Esq., 
insisted upon his rights, and declaimed in 
the most approved style for about twenty 
minutes. 

After a brief reply by the prosecuting 
attorney, the Court naively remarked that 
he had made up his mind to discharge the 
defendant, as he had forgotten all about the 
fryingpan episode, until reminded of it by 
the defendant’s counsel in his very able 
argument. He would therefor change bis 
mind, find the defendant guilty as charge.d 
and a fine of #6 was inflicted and paid.

A MEXICAN EXECUTION. 


How Insubordinate Mexican Sol«+ 
diers are Punished. ° 
City of Mexico, Two Republics. 

At 6:10 yesterday morning Rosendo 
Ramirez, a soldier of the sappers and 
miners battalion, paid the extreme 
penalty of martial law. His offense 
was insubordination and assaulting an 
officer. 

Before 6 o’clock the troops had 
formed in a hollow square, double file, 
on the west side of the new peniten- 
tiary building in San Lazaro, witha 
squad of mounted police to preserve 
order and form the west side of the 
square. About 500 infantry were in the 
square and a-regiment.of infantry was 
stationed on the east side of the build- 


* 

A large number of spectators, among 
them several ladies, were on the 
ground. The man with the camera 
was also there, but failed to catch a 
good picture, as the light was not good. 

At 6:05 the procession, with the con- 
demued man in a coach, arrived at the 
scene of execution, and the prisoner 
dismounted. He was accompanied by 
two priests, who encouraged him with 
religious consolation, and, after he was 
blinfolded, led him to the place where 
he was to dle. He was calm and 1e- 
signed, and when placed in position, 
stood firmly and bravely in the cold, 
gray dawn, until the file of soldiers 
who were to shoot him took their 
places. 

When all was ready, the colonel in 
command stepped into the middle of 
the square, and, drawing his sword, 
made the formal proclamation of the 
sentence of the court matial. As he 
concluded the officer in command of 
the executioners raised his sword, the 
soldiers took steady aim, the sword 
fell; sharp explosion, and a puff of 
smoke followed, and with a cry of mor- 
tal agony, the victim fell backward 
aud lay quiet. The surgeon hurried 


forward, and examined the prostrate | ~ 


man; detecting signs of life, he mo- 
tioned to the orderly sergeant, who 
stepped forward, and placing the muz- 
zie of his musket within a few inches 
of the man’s head, sent a bullet 
through his brain. A violent contrac- 
tion of the muscles of the arms and 
legs followed, and death came in- 
stantly. | 

As the’ tragic scene was being. 
enacted the eastern sky had been glow- 
ing more and more brightly, and as 
the tiro de‘gracia was fired the sun 
burst on the sight over the mountain 
range. The bugles sounded, the am- 
bulance drove.into the square, and the 
body was lifted into it; the troops were 
then marched in double file past the 


side of the dead man, and returned to 
| their quarters. The 


body was then 
taken tothe military hospital, where 
it was seen afterward by a reporter of 
the Two Republics. 

Five bullets had passed completely 
through the body, all taking effect in 
the right breast. The right arm had 
been pierced by a bullet, as the con- 
demned man held the crucifix up be- 
fore him. A small, round hole was 
seen just above the right ear, where 
the **bhllet of mercy” bad struck. 


WHAT A CARAT is. 


The Weight of Valuable Metals and 


Precious Stones. 

The word carat“ comes from the 
Abyssinian name for bean. It corre- 
sponds in weight with a certain species 
of East indian bean, and was origin- 


ally used only as a weight. in the same 


manner as our word grain“ comes 
from a grain of wheat, and has also its 
average weight. ‘The exact relation of 
the carat to the grain, Troy weight. is, 
in round numbers, as 4.608 is to 1.185; 
or, in other words, 1.185 carats are equal 
to 4.608 grains Troy. By division of 
the last number by the first we 
find for the weight of a carat 38.88 
grains very nearly. The carat is the 
weight by which jewelers sell dia- 


monds. Thecaratis now only used 


for weighing precious stones and 
arls, because the grain is too small. 

u ancient times it was used as the 
unit of weight for gold, but is now. on 
account of the greater abundance of 
that precious metal, superseded by the 
ounce. In regard to the alloy of gold 
it has been accepted to take twenty- 
four carats of gold or ninety-three 
grains, very near, as the standard of 
pure gold, and to call gold in which 
twenty carats in twenty-four carata are 
pure gold, gold of twenty carats; when 
three-fourths is pure, or 18 carats in 
24 carats, it is called 18-carat gold. So 
in regard to the alloy of gold, the word 
carat has become similar to the ex- 
pression of a percentage, with the dif- 
ference that 24 is substituted for 100. 
So 18-catrat gold is identical to 75 per 
cent. fine; 12-carat to 50 per cent. fine, 
etc. Thatthis manner of estimating 
the value is kept up is simply due to 
the custom of following the duodec- 
imal. system in making alloys, which 
naturally drives us to the expressions 
70, 80 or 90 per cent. when speaking of 
A fineness of the most valuable met- 

als. 


The strange and very destructive 
grape vine disease, that caused the 
ruin of thousands of acres of vine- 
yards in Southern California in 1887, 
1888 and 1889, has certainly run its 
course.

It was just where the 
blood would strike had he stood Over the 
woman beside the bed. There was a blood 
mark on the back of the neck of the shirt, 
just such a mark as would be made by the 
woman if she had thrown upher hand and 
seized him while she was struggling in a 
death grasp. There was a splash of blood 
on the wrist of his shirt and bloodstains 
on one of his socks. ‘There were blood- 
stains on the jamb of the door of 33, 
spots of blood on the room floor, and oth- 
ers in the hall, There were other clots on 
the blanket of the bed. After all this 
blood had been found, Frenchy’s finger 
nails were scraped, and the scrapings con- 
tained traces of human blood.” 

Frenchy lied as to his movements on the 
night of the murder.

After run- 
ning the famouscorner in wheat in 1887 his 
powers began to fade. He made wild specu- 
lations, and fearful of the worst his family 
induced him to settle $300,000 on bis wife 
anddaughter. Since then his mental facul- 
ties have been hazy at times, and he has 
not been regarded as strictly accountable 
for his actions, 7 
“Old Hutch” was the life and cheer of 
the Century club, a combination of choice 
spirits of the Chicago board of trade, who 
delighted in poker and oldtime cookery. 
He did the marketing and cooking, and was 
especially strong on rum omelettes. When- 
ever he took a fancy to a man he invited 
him to the Century and made him a rum 
omelette. 


Hacked Off Both Feet. 

Echoes of suffering still come from the 
regionsof long enduring winter and far 
belate spring. Up in Manitoba a few 
days ago Joseph Coutour, of Labroquerie, 
while hunting ran across a shanty in front 
of which he saw a human foot. Entering 
he found a man named MckKinnon lying 
on.a bundle of rags, almost famished and 
nearly insane from privation. A month 
before both his feet became frozen and 
mortification, developed in one of them. 
He cut it off with a butcher knife and 
threw it outside. This crippled him com- 
pletely, and he lay in his hut dying of 
starvation, thirst and pain, until Provi- 
dence sent the wandering hunter to his 
door. Giving the wounded: man some- 
thing to eat Coutour set out to secure as- 
sistance. e obtained a team and two 
men, and returned to the hut only to find 
that in his absence the wounded man had 
hacked off his other foot, mortification 
having also attacked it. He was placed 
on a wagon and a start made for Winni- 
peg, but the condition of the sufferer pre- 
cluded rapid traveling, and it was some 
days before the destination was reached. 
McKinnon, despite his terrible trials, has 
a fair chance for life. 2

Luri was a remark- 
ably bandsome man, a true Russian 
type, big, broad shouldered, with a 
frank, open nature, beloved by every 
one around bim, and yet a few out- 
spoken words consigned him to Siber- 
ian wilds, where he is now passing asad 
existence. Then let us take Prince Al- 
exander Krapotkine, who was arrested 
and exiled, simply because he was the 
brother of the famous revolutionist, 
Prince Krapotkine. Prince Alexander, 
one of the noblest of men, unable to 
stand the misery and degradation of 
the life forced upon him in the Siberian 
mines, committed suicide. Prince 
Louis, after spending many years in 
prison, was at last liberated, when he 
made his way to London, where he 
has surrounded himself with u choice

The Empress Frederick’s last visit to 


Athens was, it appoars, brought to a

But when the court of 
Berlin came to Athens for the wed- 
ding they paid nothing. 

The same immunity from lodging 
and entertainment bills was granted 
to the Empress Frederick for herself 
aud her attendants when she was last 
in Athens. This was accepted by the 
Athenians for a short time. But when 
they saw that her sojourn was to be a 
long one they began to grumble. The 
papers quoted the médizval saying 
about the Germans—namely, that they 
were birds which were always slipping 


making themselves at home in them. 
The Empress Frederick was always on 


the go, ‘This, in a quiet place like | 
Athens, threw every one into a fever. 


When she was not visiting a ruin, or 
museum, or school, or artist, she was 
going to see excavations of famous 
The horses of the royal stables were 
unequal to this strain, Thegrumbling 
of the stable-men broke all bounds. 
King George (an Athoniau official told 
me) got very tired of all the bustie and 
friction. When the Empress had gone 
to see a famous site at Epirus, word 
was conveyed to her that an English 
vessel was to be fetched from Malta to 
Patras to take her and the Princess 
Margaret to Naples, Trieste, or any 
Other part she wished to go to on her 
homeward journey. At first she did 
not feel what was behind the message, 
and spoke of leaving Dy the Greek ves- 
sel, which, serving the purpose of a 
royal yacht, is always ready to obey 
the King’s orders. Her Majesty was 
told that it was a good deal out of re- 
pair, and she was then given broad 
hints, which it was impossible not to 
understand. 
The *‘one-sided reciprocity” of Ger- 
man royalties does not do at Athens. 
My Athenian officials also tell me that 


mated at about 180,000,000, He 
has no. expenses to speak of, except 
when he travels, and he hardly ever 
ludges on a first or second floor at the 
hotels where he puts up.

»The way to resume,“ said a distin- 
guished philosopher, during the agita- 
tion of the subject of resumption 
of specie payments, is to resume.“ 

To the question, Can the Columbus 
Centennial be made successful?“ 1 
would say that the way to succeed is to 
gucceed. 

There are two kinds of success to be 
aimed at in our World's Fair. One is 
finantial and the other material. Both 
are important. The management, 
however, should not try to secure finan- 
cial success at the expense of the rep- 
utation of the exposition. It is of 
vastly greater importance to the coun- 
try that the fair should be successful 
and reflect credit on the Nation than 
that the stockholders receive a divi- 
dend. Jn other words, the success of 
the fair should be the paramount aim 
and ambition of the management, 
whether the contributors to the capital 
stock receive any return on their in- 
vestment is of secondary importance. 

For the credit of the United States 
the World’s Fair at Chicago, in 1893, 
should eclipse all of the previous expo- 
sitions of the world. Itshould excel 
ourown Centennial of 1876, and the 
Paris Exposition of 1889. 

The receipts of the Philadelphia 
Centennial fell considerably below 
what the exhibition cost in the ab- 


~ gtract. But the United States as a Na- 


tion was benefited by it. No one could 
say truthfully that the Philadelphia 
Centennial was a mistake because it 
did not pay a dividend on the money 


~~fnvested in it. Many country fairs are 


financial successes which do not rise 
above the grade of local mediocrity. 
A world’s fair should be a world’s 
fair in fact as well as in name. The 
Philadelphia Centennial was a success 
for the reason that it was truly a 
world’s fair. All of the principal na- 
tions of the world were represented 
in it. 

The wrangling over the selection ofa 
site for the fair in Chicago, and other 
contentions that have arisen to embar- 
rass the management, are not peculiar 
to Chicago. Almost the same troubles 
would have followed the location of the 
fair in any other city. 

One thing should be made plain. 
The simple invitation of the President 
of the United States to the foreign na- 
tions of the world to participate in our 
World's fair will not be sufficient to 
bring them here. It should be supple- 
mented by personal solicitations from 
strong representative citizens. Em- 
bassadors should, if they have not al- 
ready. be sent to all of the leading na- 
tions of the world, who would make it 
their business to urge them to partici- 
pate in ourexposition. This was the 
policy pursued at the Philadelphia 


Centennial, and I assume that it has 


been adopted by the gentlemen in 
charge of the Columbus Centennial. 
It is the tendency of the people of 
Chicago to sound their own praises and 
—giorify- themselves. A proper appre- 
ciation of one's own worth is always 
commendable, but so far as dur Wortd's 
Fair is concerned, the western citizens 
should endeavor to exercise a becom- 
ing modesty. They should not try to 
save all the best of the space in the 
fair, but give exhibitors from a dis- 
tance a fair chance. 

If the fair should contain products 
from each of our forty-four States and 
Territories, it would not be a success 
as a world’s fair unless the leading na- 
tions of the globe are also represented 
init. A county, State or domestic fair 
is one thing: a world’s fair is quite a 
different matter. To the extent that 
the Chicago fair embraces the leading 
countries of the world will it be suc- 
cessful. Our own country should not be 
slighted, and probably will not be, but 
the important thing is to get foreign 
nations to exhibit. The American 
people can be trusted to look after 
themselves. 

Another point, the fair should be 
conducted on strictly business princi- 
ples. No politics should be allowed to 
creep in on any pretext whatever, The 
fair after all is a gigantic business en- 
terprise, and unless it is managed on 
business principles it cannot be a suc- 
cess either financially or otherwise. 


_ All citizens, irrespective of party, 
®arnestly hope that the Chicago Fair 
will be a great success. All are satis- 
fied that it will be so if properly and 
economically conducted, and all are 
satisfied thatthe managers are com- 
petent and are doing their best to bring 


about the best possible results with the 


least possible expense.. Few, however, 
fully understand or realize the 
amount of labor and detail necessary 
to make a world’s fair successful. : 
Whatever differences existed as to 
where it should be located have all 
passed into history, and all are entitled 
to great praise for the unanimity with 
which they have put aside their original 
preferences for particular localities 
and joined bands to assist Chicago. 
The means at the disposal of this 
Government for making ita fair that 
shall be equal to the international ex- 
Positions that have been held in Europe 
are in some respects limited. A large 
proportion of the collections of art, 
2 statuary and relics of the 
abor of hundreds of years in all 
Europe would be offered to any gov- 
ernment on the other side to assist in 
making a good exhibit; whereas, many 
articles that could not be duplicated 
would not be sent by the owners across 


the water with the added chances of 


accident by sea and on land. In regard 
to that class of exhibits, other govern- 
ments would have a much greater -ad- 
vantage; but for samples of the indus- 
tries in foreign countries, this Govern- 
ment should offer every inducement to 
manufacturers abroad, in Europe, Asia 
Africa and the world over, to bring 
their wares and exhibits to this fair. 
Standing all alone, however, the 
United States can produce as great 
and successful an exhibition of arti- 
cles manufactured and grown within 
its own borders as any other nation 
can, except in the immediate tropics. 
jeal fruits, Arctic furs, cereals, 
lumber, iron, steel, tin, cotton, our 
schoo! system, and in short everything 
that bas tended to build up and make 
this Nation great had their origin and 
development her’. 


for a world’s fair, but now that it is 
beyond recall I think we should do 
like a general who gets his my in a 
bad situation, viz., ight it out in 

best way possible. It has now passed 
to that stage where we must invoke 


national pride to insure success. If 


uatiouat pride is lacking and the Gov- 
ernment acts a parsimonious role, 
then the fair should not bs given un- 
der its auspices. but turned over to 

rivate individuals. New York had 

15,000,000 raised, a aum that insured 
success without any aid whatsoever 
from Congress, yet in the face of this 
splendid fact the body that has the 
right to pass Federal appropriations, 
decided in favor of Chicago. Ido not 
wish to indulgé in harsh retrospection 
and reiterate the incontrovertible state- 
ment that a seaboard city with nearly 
2,000,000 inhabitants, the metropolis of 
the Western Hemisphere, would nat- 
urally attract more visitors, more for- 
eign exhibitors and have, from the 
start, the prospect of great success. In 
juxtaposition to this picture we see an 
inland city, 1000 miles from the sea- 
coast, not so populous, struggling to 
get some 7000 subscribers to pay an as- 
sessment of 2 per cent. and calling on 
the Government for aid, in a feeble 
Oliver Twist voice, which is going to 
keep on saying more.“ Will foreign 
exhibitors be eager to go so far into 
the interior and will not the mere fact 
that the fair is not to be held in the 
chief city in the Union have a decided 
effect on foreigners? These are perti- 
nent questions. Now I come to the 
vital question of whether the National 
Government should make appropria- 
tions. The Government has already 
officially invited foreign nations to par- 
ticipate and has therefore taken official 
cognizance, not to say supervision 
of the fair. If the fair proves 
a monumental failure, as things 
stand now, the odium would naturally 
fall upon the Government and justly so. 
It would be a lasting disgrace tothe 
country. Ifthe Government does not 
intend to give sufficient 2 to in- 
sure a success that will eclipse the 
Paris Exposition, then I think it should 
repudiate the fair altogether ana let it 
be held asa private enterprise. 4 The 
idea that a great and rich nation 
should condescend to appropriate such 
small sums toward a fair thatit bas of- 
ficially recognized is preposterous in 
the extreme. A stingy rich man can 
never grow richer and never make a 
success of any undertaking. What the 
Government does should be done in a 
liberal enough way to insure success 
beyond a peradventure. Now if the 
Government intends to have any build- 
ings at the fair they should be mag- 
nificent patterns of the finest style of 
architecture and excel in every par- 
ticular. But a weak, out-at-the-knees- 
and-elbows kind of a structure, la- 
belled Federal Building, should not be 
put up to be a laughing stock to for- 
eign as wellas home visitors. Sucha 
policy is just the kind that prompis the 
Government to rant postofflice build- 
ings in some towns and cities instead 
of erecting structures that woulda 
last for years and in the end 
save money. No such niggardly, par- 
simonious policy should be followed in 
regard to the fair, if the people of this 
country expect to see it a success, 
And yet lam afraid the ropresenta- 
tives ffom the agricultural re- 
gions of the Northwest and South- 
west will not be disposed to allow 
large appropriations for the fair. They 
are not so apt to view the success or 
failure of the fair as the East would 
and might treat it asa matter of in- 
difference. They have less money in 
those sections and naturally may think 
large appropriations a reckless waste, 
not understanding the political econ- 
omy which returns a ten-fold invest- 
ment where the people derive the 
benefit and in a large measure have 


Roney distributed among them. 


It is an idea of mine that the Fifty- 
second Congress will not be liberal and 
simply allow the fair enough money to 
puta bright patch here and there, a 
kind of shabby-gentee! appearance, in 
order to say that Uncle Sam was rep- 
resented. Uncle Sam was a humilia- 
tion at the Paris Exposition, but that 
is no reason why he should be so at 
Chicago. 

If the next Congress does not consent 
to make appropriations sufficient to in- 
sure success for the fair I shall vote 
against any appropriations. Either be 
liberal and father the fair or give 
nothing and repudiate the whole busi- 
ness. It is not the time to stand on 
the question of so-called economy, but 
to act one way or the other. France 
gave a great exposition and lost noth- 
ing. The poor people all over that 
country went down into their stockings 
and backed up the enterprise. We 
have an enormously rich country, and 
itdoes look as if failure would be im- 
possible. Patriotic sentiment hus 
helped to accomplish wouders in this 
country, but if the Government has 
the spirit of a rich miser and doles out 
small, insufficient sums to the fair, we 
may expect tosee a fiasco that will 
make every American blush. Ido not 
wish to see it, and if Congress shows 
any disposition to be liberal I shall do all 
I can to help make the fair a pride to 
this country. 

Its benefits will be far-reaching/and 
a liberal education to thousands. 


In my judgment the mistakes which 
have already been made have seriously 


endangered the success of the World’s 


Fair. 

The first of these mistakes was in 
the location of the fair at Chicago. 

It was made plain on the argument 
before the Senate Committee and in 
the debate in the House of Representa- 
tives that the natural and proper place 
for a successful fair was in the city of 
New York. 


The arguments of Messra. Devow 


and Cochran and of the New York 


members were never successfully an- 
swered. 

The statistics and experience of 
other nations which were quoted in 
favor of the location of the fair in the 
largest city of the country, in the cen- 
ter of a cosmopolitan population and 
at the gateway of the commerce of the 
United States, were unanswerable. 

The second mistake was in the man- 
ner in whieb the question of loca- 
tion was decided. The fair has not 
only been located in the wrong place, 
but it was put where it is for a wrong 
and unpatriotic reason. 

Political advantage was made the 
main object. 

No one who is familiar with the cir- 
cumstances attending the vote by 
which Chicago was chosen as thé place 
forthe fair can doubt that if New 
York had been a Republican city she 
would have been successful in her ap- 
plication to have the fair held here. 
Those of our citizens who desired to 
have the fair beld in their city were 


substantially refused the opportunity 


on account of their political belief. 
Men trom New England, who, if 
they go to Chicago from their homes, 


| go there through the city of New York 


voted against their neighbors here be 
cause of party affiliations. . 
No business enterprise which de- 
pends for its financial success on the 
coéperation of the whole country can 
be successful when controlied for party 


the 


The third mistake which was made 
was the hostile legislation of the Fifty- 
first Congress toward all commerce 
and commercial intercourse with for- 
eign nations. 

The invitation to the world to parti- 
cipate in the fair was accompanied by 
legislation which made it plain to the 
people who were invited that the party 
in power had no desire to do business 
with them and viewed them as its en- 
mies. 

Whether, in the face of all these dis- 
advantages, the gentlemen in charge 
of this undertaking can make it rel- 
atively successful is a problem which 
time alone can solve. 

It would seem to me as if they would 
need for that purpose much more una- 
nimity, much more enthusiasm, and 
much more confidence in each other 
than they have shown so far. 

I am certain that if Congress could 
have known in advance how -they 
would behave they would never have 
been euccessful in getting the manage- 
ment of such au undertaking placed 
in their hands. Certainly no New 
Yorker in the debate made any accusa- 
tions against them at all equal to the 
record which they have made for them- 
selves in the way of showing that the 
fair should not have beep committed 
to their hands. 

It they will get together and support 
loyally a sensible scheme, there is no 
reason why we should not all do what 
we can to help them. 

Iam, however, not in favor of any 
further disbursement by the National 
Government except so far as to put in 
proper shape the national exhibit.

GEN. ALGER’S VIEW OF THE FAIR. 

**What ought the World's Fair be?“ 

The question you ask is a compre- 
hensive one. It should be what it will 
be, a wonderful Gemonstration of our 
powers and purposes as a nation. It 
should be and will be a great inter- 
chauge of ideas, commodities and con- 
ditions with all the mations of the 
earth. Practical education is one of 
the necessities of the hour in this coun- 
try, and more that is real and material 
is found in touching elbows with other 
nationalities, than in any other method 
of impressing the human mind and 
embition, 
more for the United States than any 
other peaceful event of the past fifty 
years. It gave us a broader guage of 
humanity, and the possibilities it con- 
trolled than we had ever known; while 
at the same time introducing our- 
selves to people, who up to that time 
had little or no knowledge of us, or we 
of them. We have felt, in trade and 
intercourse, the benefit of all this ever 
since. The phenomenal success of that 
exhibition ought to bear no compari- 
son with a new illustration of our ad- 
vancement. After nearly eighteen 
more years of prosperity, a good deal 
of which has been built upon the les- 
sons the Centennial taught us, the 
World’s Fair of 1893 should be so strik- 
ing in all ite departments as to putin 
the shade all other affuirs of like char- 
acter. 

I have too much respect forand faith 
in the patriotism and pride of the 
American people to believe that it is 
possible for it to be anything but a 
vivid and powerful photograph of our 
rapidly-growing strength, both in poli- 
tical and material matters. If there is 
any one thing that thisnew exploit of 
our commanding power among other 
nations, should and will present, it is 
the picture of progress which the last 
two decades have painted for this dis- 
play, not only to ourselves, but to all 
those who come to look upon the fruits 
planted —— by an industri- 
ous and thrifty people, 

T sbould. and no 
doubt will, represent the breadth of 
our ambitious and healthy life as a na- 
tion. It should and will demonstrate 
our wonderful progress in mechanics, 
the arts, manufactures, inventions ard 
a thousand other items of our progres- 
sive and substantial welfare. There is 
not a person of thought and care for 
the United States that should not be, 
and I believe will be interested in seeing 
the grandest display ot our stength in all 
of the best elements of a mightycareerto 
be shown at Chicago two years hence. 
It will not only be a source of pride to 
ourselves, but a useful lesson to the 
strangers from Europe who come to 
see this new world of ours, where the 
opportunities of life grow quicker and 
broader than in any other under the 
sun. The World's Fair should be a 
question broad enough to sink all sec- 
tional and political animosities and all 
controversies about locality. In this 
matter there is but one locality. and 
that is the United States. If Chicago 
is benefited by our second great at- 
tempt to illustrate our growth and 
prosperity to the world, the whole 
country will catch a new impulse from 
what is to be seen and heard there. 
Chicago is but an incident of this great 
presentation. That belongs to the 
country, and all parts, to a greater or 
less extent, will reap the reward of the 
success that ought, and I believe will 
be achieved there. 


The World's Fair ought to be an- 


other new inspiration to us. It will 
bring us in oloser communion with all 
the world; broaden our ideas of other 


people's and their view of us. If it 


were not for the educating influence of 
this demonstration it would not amount 
toagreat dealtous or to mankind. 
It is in association and the interchange 
of interest and argument that we learo 
most.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR HAY. 


Enormous Yield of **Teocinte” and 
Its Gultivation. 


The people of New Mexico about 
Albuquerque are just beginning to 
realize the importance of raising their 
own forage. Several experiments bave 
been made during the last two years in 
the cultivation of teocinte, and thcugh 
the plant yields prodigiously, and is 
eagerly devoured by animals of all 
kinds, it does not seed in this latitude, 
which is a very serious objection to it. 
It is possible that this difficulty 
may be overcome when farmers 
become well enough acquainted with 
the habits of the plant to know how 
to treat it. Teocinte was brought to 
America from some part of Europe or 
Asia only four or five years ago. It 
looks a good deal like broom-corn, 
barring the seed heads, and the entire 
plant, leaves, stalk and all, is eagerly 
devoured by horses and cattle. It

seed producesfrom ten to thirty stalks. 
When well cultivated it yields at the 
enormous rate of fifteen to twenty tons 
to the acre of cured hay.

MEXICAN DELICACIES. 


The Composition of Tamales and 
heut Tortillas. 
[San Franciseo Call. 

Of those dishes Which are peculiarly 
Mexican in their composition and 
character the most common, and at 
the same time the most valued, are 
tamales and tortillas. .The natural 
home of hoth of these delicacies is in 
the geographical, basin between Rus- 
sian and Telegraph hills and Kearny 
and Dupont streets, where the liveli- 
hood of scores of people is derived 
from their manufacture. 

There is a popular, belief that sea 
gulls figure largely among the ingre- 
dients of which tamales are made, but 
unless in exceptional cases this im- 
pression is erroneous. ‘Chicken forms 
the basis, while cornmeal, with strong 
seasoning pgencies, and frijoles, or red 
beans, compose the.gdjancts.’ Before 
the feathers are removed the fowl is 
thoroughly steamed. The chicken is 
then plucked and the meat chopped 
into fine. pieces., Meal from ground 
corn is added, and an orthodox hash is 
formed by the addition of frijoles, 
chopped fine. Red peppers in liberal 
quantity are thrown in, and the whole 
is flavored by two or three pickled

dried corn-husks, shaped like a large- 
sized sausage, with the ends closed 
and fastened together: with strips of 
the husks.” The formation of the 
tamale is then complete, and when it 
has been cooked by. steaming it is 
ready for table service, Every epicure 
in San Francisco is familiar with the 
flavor of tamales, but for the benefit of 
the uninitiated the advisability might 
be suggested of ordering'a cool liquid 
in case of an emergency at the tirst 
discussion of the delicacy. 

Hinckley alley is almost entirely 
given up to the compounding of tor- 
tillas, which resemble in appearance 
thin buckwheat cakes, and which have 
an insipid, dougby taste. Each of the 
dilapidated: old wooden houses on the 
thoroughfare just mentioned has an 
underground basement,.and here the 
tortillas are made. Corn is ground by 
means of small stone mills, the power 
of which is derived from Mexican 
women’s arms. 

The meal is mixed with water until 
athick, stiff dough is obtained, and 
this is pressed thin with a stone roll- 
ing-pin upon a stone block used as a 
table. The lady operator then takes a 
piece of dough and manipulates it for 
a few minutes, throwing it rapidly 
from hand to hand. On an adjacent 
stone oven are some red coals, over and 
upon which is a piece of zinc. On this 
the piece of dough is dropped and al- 
lowed toremain until it becomes in- 
flated, the signal of maturity in the 
cooking of Mexican bread and cakes. 
It is then removed from the impromptu 
oven and the tortilla is ready for con- 
sumption. | 

The taste of the tortilla, four of 
which constitute a dish, is rather in- 
sipid, but improves. upon cultivation.

IMPORTED WINES. 

The Bordeaux Product Marketed 
Here-—Views of a French Expert. 
J, Rene Chabannes,a wine expert 
of Bordeaux, is in the city for a brief 
business visit, says the San Francisco 
Bulletin. He represents an old es- 
tablished wine house of the famous 
‘French city, and it is a little dist urb- 
ing to California wine-makers to know 
that he has sold‘here in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles several hundred cases 
of fine French wine. He does not re- 
gard it at all remarkable that he should 
come intothe heart of one of the best 
wine districts of the United States 
and have a good poorer for the for- 
eign product. For,“ he says, “the 
fine wines of the two countries canuot 
properly be compared. They have 
each a distinct standard of excellence, 


and you cannot: compare one with 
another an 


more than you can ask: 


or tenor?’”’ 
California wine producers, Mr. Cha- 


take in not making their products en- 
tirely Californian and avoid in 
every way all semblance in packing 
and bottling to French wines. Cali- 
fornia wines under French labels he 
especially: deprecates. Iu time,“ he 
said in the course of a conversation, 
„California wines must be much im- 
proved. The more the rich soils of 
the vineyards here are exhausted the 
better will the wines become. It is 
this that aids to give to Bordeaux 
wines their famous bouquet. It is 
everything in soil,more than in any 
treatment or process of making. It is 
not the vines, certainly, for in the Bor- 
deaux district there are hundreds of 
acres planted in what is known as 
California resistant stock, yet the 
wines from those vineyards are the 
same as from the older native stock. 
It is amistake to suppose phylloxera 
has destroyed all the French vine- 
yards, It has been fought with resist- 
ant stock and sulphate of zinc until 
today nearly ull the best vineyard dis 
tricts have been rejuvenated. There 
is one valley, eighty miles long 
by twenty wide, where there is noth- 
ing but vineyards, and all are healthy 
and bearing well. The largest resist- 
ant stock vineyards first began to bear 
about 1887.
